/. Status of the claims 

Claims 1, 6-9, and 15-17 are amended and claim 12 is canceled. Claims 1-11, 13- 
17, and 33-34 are pending with entry of the Amendment. 

//. Support for the Amendments 

Support for the Amendments can be found throughout the specification, figures, 
and claims as originally filed. Support for the amendment to claim 1 can be found in original 
claim 12. Support for the amendment to claims 6-9, and 15-17 can be found in the specification 
on, e.g., paragraph 48 and Figures 2-5 (displaying subsequences that are not contiguous). No 
new matter is added. 

///. Anticipation Rejection 

Claims 1-17 (and apparently claims 33-34) were rejected as allegedly anticipated 
by Mutasa et al. The Examiner indicated that claim 12 as allowable if re-drafted in independent 
form. 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the rejection. Nevertheless, to expedite 
prosecution of the application, the claims have been amended to recite the subject matter 
acknowledged as allowable by the Examiner. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
